Quarryville, Dec. 27.—The lives of 
three 
hundred 
people were en­ 
dangered here Thursday evening 
when the second floor ol the Ameri­ 
can Legion post home collapsed 
suddenly, hurling 150 people onto 
the floor below, in a mass of splin­ 
tering timbers.. 
It occurred in the course of a 
dance and card party staged by the 
Quarryville fire company. 
An hour after the accident occur­ 
red. it was virtually impossible to 
determine how many persons had 
been injured, whether any had been 
injured fatally, or whether any 
were still trapped in the mass of 
timbers which cluttered the hall.
